The statement said the government “has under 
active consideration the appropriate steps to be 
taken” as a result of the ousting of two non-commis- 
sioned officers of the RCAF, comprising the full 
staff of the legation's air attache.

MONTREAL, Jan. 21.—(BUP)—A 
plan to give Montreal a publicly- 
owned transportation system simi- 
lar to that of Toronto was recom- 
mended to the city council by the 
executive committee. 

The plan called for creation of a 
Montreal “transport commission 
with authority to take over the 
Montreal Tramways Co,, build sub- 
ways and operate them both. 

If supported by the city council, 
the plan will go before the provin- 
cial legislature, which opens Feb. 
15, for final decision.

Mr. Reinhorn appealed against a 
revenue department decision that 
he could not deduct the “interest 
portion” of payments made to Mc- 
Coll - Frontenac Oil Company 
Limited covering purchase in 1943 
@f $50,000 worth of land and prop- 
erty in Regina. 

Under terms of the purchase, Mr. 
Reinhorn undertook to pay $5,000 
in cash and the ‘balance in monthly 
payments totalling $4,500 a year. 
NOT DEDUCTABLE 

In his income tax return for 16, 
Mr. Reinhorn deducted from his 
neome the sum of $1,385, repre- 
senting the “interest portion” of the 
$4,500 payment for that year. 

The appeal:board found that since 
the interest did not accrue from 
a loan, it could not be deducted for 
income tax purposes under provi-| 
sions of income tax act respecting | 
“borrowed capital.” 

The board noted that if Mr, Rein- 
horn “had borrowed from a third 
party the amount necessary to pay 
his vendor in cash, he would have 
been able to benefit from the provi- 
sions of the act allowing the deduc- 
tion of interest paid on borrowed 
capital used in the business.”
